The act was in operation in 
Texas at the time the military commission 
was organized for the trial of Weaver, and 
the commanding Gen.ral exercised the 
discretion eatrusted to him by the third 
section, by deciding that it was necessary 
that a military commission should be or- 
ganized for the trial. If, therefore, the 
statute of March, 1867, be Constitutional 
and valid, the statute it then appears that 
the jurisdiction of the said military com- 
mission was complete, and that there ia no 
legal obstacle to the execution of the sen- 
tence. The Attorney General maintains 
that the right of war did not necessarily 
terminate with the cessation of hostilities, 
and not until the work of restoring the re- 
lations of peace shall have been accom- 
plished, can it be so considered.

| Before proceeding to a description of the 
ins. | treatment of Chronic Catarrh, I will make 
a few further remarks upon its aggravated | 
form. usually termed Ozœnd.

The sense of smell and faculty of mem- 
ory are impaired, the former frequent- 
ly entirely lost, and aberations of the mind 
caused by extension of the inflamation to 
the base Of the brain very often occur. 

In a large and ective practice very many 
cases possessing all the symptoms herein 
described have come under my observation. 
and if the public possessed more informa- 
tion upon the nature an! symptoms of this 
distressing disease they also would recog-

Physicians 
have failed, because they have not striven 
to sifeceed earnestly and rationally. They 
have generally been satistied with squirt- 
ing a little warm water up the nose, and 
prescribing an alterative for the stomach, 
which, unaided by proper and effective lo- 
eal applications, is productive of no good. 
Catarrh is rarely found as a disease of the 
nose alone, but is generally accompanied 
by more or less hoarseness, showing that 
the irritation, which exists in the greatest 
intensity in the nasal membrane, also in- 
volves the Larynx and lining of the wind- 
pipe.

O eof the most interesting features of 
the whole process is the manner in which 
the latter object is accomplished. The vis- 
cidity in the syurp that makes it stringy, 
and to some extent prevents granulation, 
is removed by precipit:ting the ingredi- 
ent, crusing it in the formof a pulp, or 
coagulum. whichis easily removed. But 
we cannot go into minute description of 
— —— rocess —suflice it to say that the entire 

inery that one would necesserily pur- 
— besides the crushing mill, costs only 
about one hundred dollars. The disagree- 
able sorghum taste is removed from both 
syrup and sugar, and every gallon of syrup 
yields from four to six pounds of beauti- 
ful sugar—equal to the best New Orleans 
brown, and tour to six pounds of syrup. 

Mr. J. H. Seebolt, on whose premises the 
works are sitnated, last year raised forty 
acres of this cane. His crop yielded an 
average of one hundred and fifty gallons 
of syrup to the acre, and the syrup six 
pounds of sugar to the gallon.
